Overture to the Opera, “ Oheron ” . . CARL MARIA von WEBER 

(Born December 18, 1786, at Eutin, Prussia; Died June 4, 1826, a* London) 


W HAT MUSIC 
could be chos¬ 
en more appropriately to inaugu¬ 
rate a season of night time concerts 
at the Hollywood Bowl than the 
overture to an opera dedicated to 
those spirits which inhabited, and 
very likely helped to huild, this dell 
long before Reinhardt’s make-be¬ 
lieve sprites usurped their realm 
for a week. Not even Felix Men¬ 
delssohn - Bartholdy quite sensed 
this ‘‘misty show” as well as did 
the famous composer of “Der Frei- 
scliuetz.” Weber must have known 
something of the forces of nature 
during those witching hours which 
dawn when the sun has sunk far 
beyond the horizon. He must have 
shared something of the vision of 
Master Will, greatest of musicians 
among the poets for the stage. 

• • Indeed, a 

Bowl season begins properly with 
this music: 

“The Magic Horn 1 with lingering sound 
Wakes in each heart an awe profound: 
Its mellow notes again are blown ,— 
Again comes sweet responsive tone 

• • D e 1 i c ately 

flutes and clarinets respond, for: 

“Sudden appears the fairy band , 
Obedient to the Horn’s command 

• • But Weber 

leaves the elfin minions of Titania’s 
Court. The somewhat solid senti¬ 


mentality of his librettist, John 
Robinson Planche, demanded that 
he introduce that noble, heavy- 
footed knight, Sir Huon, who re¬ 
turns with his mighty-lunged bride, 
Rezia, to the court of Charlemagne. 
Much happens, however, before the 
lovers are saved, again with the aid 
of a magic horn. Before that glo¬ 
rious deliverance is vouchsafed by 
the entire orchestra, Weber’s art 
of distilling silvery sounds from 
moonbeams, his grand rhetoric are 
lovably, impressively displayed. 

“Again the Horn’s deep mellow sound 
Again the fairies tread the ground 
Responsive to its mystic thrill 
Bright elves their master’s task fulfill 

“How vexed with sorrows from above 
The Knight sings plaintive of his love 

“A gentler ray, a milder beam 
Broke sweeter on Life’s broader stream 
And lent its lustre, soft and fair 
To temper glory’s crimson glare,” 

The storm breaks loose, and it is 
storm which foretells that of the 
“Flying Dutchman.” Poor Prin¬ 
cess Rezia, “now on desert shore, 
waves scarf to call the rescuing 
oar.” But the “ocean, mighty mons¬ 
ter,” roars on its romantic rage 
until in an outburst of truly earthly 
joy the music tells of the re-union 
of the lovers. Oberon’s horn is 
heard no more, but its power as a 
sesame to the magic world of the 
Bowl continues, silent as it be for 
the time. 


“Symphony No. 7 in A-Major” Opus 92 .. . BEETHOVEN 

(Born December 16, 1770, at Bonn; Died March 26, 1827, at Vienna) 


I N 1812—the very 
year during 
which the Seventh Symphony was 
completed — Beethoven stammers 
in one of his famous notebooks, 
“Almighty — in the woods — I am 
blessed — happy in the woods — 


every tree has a voice — through 
Thee, O God, what glory—in such 
a woodland region—in the hills is 
rest—peace to serve Thee.” One 
cannot read this expression of a 
deep sense of religion without real¬ 
izing how definitely this composi- 
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(TUESDAY’S COMMENTS — Continued) 


tion belongs in a Bowl program, 
especially in this evening’s. 

• • If Monsieur 
Ansermet had actually been here 
and had experienced the wonders 
of the Hollywood Bowl, lie could 
not have chosen more aptly. To an 
artificially streamlined civilization 
which builds in terms of bigger 
and better upholstery plus less 
wind-resistance and more mileage 
per gallon, Beethoven’s touchingly 
naive outburst may seem quaint. 
Very likely, however, there would 
not have been such a symphony as 
this, or as the pastorale, except for 
a naturally streamlined world by 
the hanks of which Ludwig van 
Beethoven lay on his hack and con¬ 
templated the clouds which De¬ 
bussy, a century later, beheld with 
no less comprehension, although he 
transmuted them into sound with 
more tonal sophistication. Music 
during the interval had become 
harmonically “streamlined.” Mon¬ 
sieur Ansermet’s native Switzer¬ 
land, too, is naturally streamlined. 
He comes from a country the beau¬ 
ty of which, mountains and valleys 
and forests, would have delighted 
and inspired Beethoven. 

• • Much has 
been written about the meaning of 
the A-Major Symphony, on the 
whole a bright work, the only major 
score of Beethoven in this sunny, 
active, very physical key. It is a 
more emphatic symphony than gen¬ 
erally taken for granted. Beethoven 
labored over it hard, not for struc¬ 


tural reasons. It is known now 
that he left numbers of pages blank 
in the original manuscript. He saw 
things ahead and grasped them. 
The urgency of his earlier inspira¬ 
tion was great enough to expand 
it so that no sense of gap would 
mar the continuity of a work which 
rises continuously from the begin¬ 
ning of the first movement to the 
closing chords. 

• • Perhaps the 

Seventh Symphony is a super-pas¬ 
torale, minus the homo sapiens. 
Perhaps this music is a Zarathus- 
tran dance of a nature, conducted 
by a God Pan, who, like the Ram 
Dass of Carlyle, “had fire enough 
in his belly to burn up the whole 
world.” But Beethoven’s fire is 
that of motion and rhythm in this 
work, which is at once epic of di¬ 
mension and yet so full of inno¬ 
cence. His music is “Nature, heard 
through a temperament.” As Ar¬ 
thur Symons once remarked in his 
lovely “Studies in the Seven Arts”: 
“Beethoven hears the voices of na¬ 
ture with almost the credulity with 
which he hears the often deceiving 
voices of men. Beethoven was al¬ 
ready deaf when he wrote this opus. 
Thus the cosmos and the little flow¬ 
ers weaving in a light breeze spoke 
to his inner ear. Noise from with¬ 
out no longer jarred the “dance 
of life within. As Schopenhauer 
said of music generally, language 
of reason does not encompass this 
music. Here is music, because rea¬ 
son no longer suffices. 


Prelude to the Opera “Khov ant china” . MODEST MOUSSORGSKY 

(Born March 28, 1835, at Karveo; died March 28, 1881, at Leningrad.) 


M OUSSORGSKY 
lias described 
“Khovantcliina” as a “folk-wise 
music-drama.” Written on the 
libretto of the critic V. V. Stassov, 
“Kliovantchina” limns a stirring 
picture of early Russian history, in 
that it follows Glinka’s “Life of the 
Tsar,” based on the reign of Peter 


the Great. The prelude indeed is 
a symphonic piece of writing, illus¬ 
trating the coming of dawn over the 
“Red Square” in the Kremlin at 
Moscow. Rosa Newmarch, the 
erudite writer on Slavic music, has 
stated that “nothing in Russian 
music is more interesting or touch¬ 
ingly national in feeling.” 
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“ Clouds” and “Festivals” . . . CLAUDE ACHILLE DEBUSSY 

(Born August 22, 1826 , at St, Germain, Dept. Seine et Oise; 

Died March 26, 1918, at Paris) 


D ebussy the 

Dreamer had 
his reason for calling these pieces 
“Nocturnes.” They are “dreams,” 
dream-studies. “Clouds” is not a 
meteorological observation, but 
sky-gazing, a Whistlerian study in 
color, but a musical picture belong¬ 
ing to an Andersen story book. 
Nor is “Festivals” a folkloristic 
study. True the Frenchman ad¬ 
mired Spain and the dancing of the 
Spanish. It is because he loved the 
warm - hearted people below the 
Pyrenees that he dipped his dream 
brush into Goyesque colors as he 
painted, first a grave cortege, then 
a bacchanalia of elementals danc¬ 
ing with cosmically happy frenzy. 
Assuredly, these are dream-pictures, 
for only a man dreaming with eyes 
peering beyond sight and ear hear¬ 
ing beyond sound could have added 
as the culminating item a third 
“Nocturne,” entitled “Sirens.” 
Hence, this is perhaps not music of 
a man in right senses, but possessed 
by his fullest sensibilities. 

• • For lack of 

another term, this technic of De¬ 
bussy’s has been called “impres¬ 
sionistic,” the music dating from 
the years 1897-99, his best years in 
many respects. It is music of ec¬ 
stasy, inwardly in the “clouds,” 
and eventually sweeping in the 
“Festivals.” 

• • As Lawrence 

Gilman put it once, these pieces 
convey the “spiritual counterpart” 
of “Clouds” and “Festivals”. The 
music here is a “reflection of the 


supersensuous consciousness.” The 
music tells of imaginative experi¬ 
ences, reveals hidden beauties, sup¬ 
plies the unspoken word. “In his 
eager search for all loveliness that 
is fugitive and interior and evanes¬ 
cent, the French composer reminds 
one of the Irish poet, Yeats—be¬ 
cause Debussy is often more Gaelic 
than Gallic.” Mr. Gilman has rare¬ 
ly stated a subtler truth. 

Well nigh 
breatli-like delicacy and economy 
of means is employed in the 
“Clouds,” the first nocturne con¬ 
veying “the unchangeable appear¬ 
ance of the sky with the slow and 
solemn march of the clouds dis¬ 
solving in grey tints lightly touched 
with white.” 

Then “Fetes” 
is heard. According to Mrs. Franz 
Liebicli’s excellent study of De¬ 
bussy (published by John Lane), 
Debussy himself has supplied the 
following description: 

66 ‘Fetes’ 
(Festivities)—the restless, dancing 
rhythm of the atmosphere inter¬ 
spersed with sudden flashes of 
light. 

“There is 
also an incidental procession — a 
dazzling imaginary vision—passing 
through the mingling with the aeri¬ 
al revelry. 

“But the 
background of uninterrupted festi¬ 
val is persistent, with its blending 
of music and luminous dust partici¬ 
pating in the universal rhythm of 
all things.” 


Symphonic Poem , “Les Preludes” .FRANZ LISZT 

(Born October 22, 1811, at Raiding , Hungary; Died July 31, 1886, at Bayreuth) 


L ISZT’S great 

contribution 
to music, the combination of the 
rhapsodic and spontaneous with the 
ornate and allegorical, is admirably 
exemplified in “Les Preludes.” 


That composition set a milestone, 
marked 1854, on the highway of 
musical form. The idea of a com¬ 
position inspired by literature was 
not original with Liszt, however the

compact, one - movement form, 
grand dramatic, directly following 
a synopsis as if it were precise form, 
captured tlie taste of the time and 
of times to come. It was a moral¬ 
izing age, more than slightly agon¬ 
ized by the social liberties which 
troubled Liszt so little, at least out¬ 


wardly, hut for which he paid dear¬ 
ly from his purse as from his heart. 
Not that Liszt desired to placate a 
certain indignant part of society. 
Lamartine’s highly proper and, cer¬ 
tainly in those days, inspiring poem, 
appealed to him. There would not 
he sufficient room to quote all the 
verses.

Overture “Die Fledermaus 99 

This sprightly overture is a pot- 
pouri of typical Viennese melodies 
taken from the operetta “Die Fled- 
ermaus” (The Bat).

“ Fingal’s Cave” Overture, 

Opus 26 ... . FELIX MENDELSSOHN-BARTHOLDY 

(Born February 3, 1809, at Hamburg; died November 4, 1847, at Leipsic) 


D uring his trip 

to Scotia ndL 
Mendelssohn, with his friend, 
Klingemann, visited the famous 
basaltic cavern called “Fingal’s 
Cave” on the little island of Staff a, 
one of the smallest of the Hebrides 
group. “We were put out in boats 
and lifted by the hissing sea up the 
pillar stumps to the celebrated ‘Fin¬ 
gal’s Cave.’ A greener roar of waves 
surely never rushed into a stranger 
cavern, its many pillars making it 
look like the inside of an immense 
organ, black and resounding, and 
absolutely without purpose, and 
quite alone, the wide gray sea with¬ 
in and without.” 


• • Mendelssohn 
was no less impressed and wrote the 
overture in Rome in 1830, based on 
sketches he had made immediately 
upon his visit to the cave. But he 
was not pleased. “The middle por¬ 
tion is too stupid, and the whole 
working-out smacks more o f 
counterpoint than of blubber, 
sea-gulls, salt-cod, and must be 
altered,” he writes. Two years later 
the revised overture scored a great 
reception at a London Philharmon¬ 
ic concert. 

• • (Fingal is a 

mythical hero, whose name occurs 
in the old Highland ballads and tra¬ 
ditions, and in Macplierson’s 
“Poems of Ossian.”) 


Symphony in G-Major (“The Surprise") 

in G-Major (B and H No. 6) . . FRANZ JOSEF HAYDN 

(Born March 31, 1732, at Rohrau, Lower Austria; died May 31, 1809, at Vienna) 


FEW u n e x- 
pected drum 
strokes cannot come as a real sur¬ 
prise from this illustrious son of a 
common wheelwright, the greatness 
of whose genius surprises posterity 
anew more than two centuries since 
his birth. Hardly a year passes 
without some archives yielding add¬ 
ed surprises as to his skill, versatili¬ 
ty and humanity. It was a surprise 
to find beneath the Esterhazy livery 
more than a valet, but a great and 
greatly ingenious composer. 

• • A greater sur¬ 

prise came as the doctors of music 
unbuttoned the elegantly flowered 
vest and the stethoscope of proper 
understanding revealed a heart, 


still heating lustily in the Allegros, 
impishly in the Minuets . . . touch¬ 
ingly in the Adagios which are so 
much more than merely slow move¬ 
ments from a slow age. 

• • Altogether he 

has been a surprising man, this 
Kappellmeister Haydn who did not 
allow an unpleasant wife to sour his 
disposition and who remained 
young enough to travel in ripe years 
twice from Vienna to distant Lon¬ 
don where he confounded happily 
his English admirers. It is unneces¬ 
sary to mention his surprising string 
quartets; liis two hundred dr more 
symphonies and operas. These Herr 
Haydn wrote without expecting to 
cause any surprise, and with a few

unprepared drum raps lie planned 
to surprise indifferent hearers. 

• • He would 

hardly have been surprised to know 
that he came to be known as the 
father of the symphony, that, more, 
he inaugurated a dynasty of specif¬ 
ically Austrian composers who, 
coming into their acknowledged 
own, first with Schubert rose to the 
sublimities and simplicities of an 
Anton Bruckner and of a Gustav 
Mahler, direct descendant of a 
Haydn who relished a good melody 
and loved a plain folk-tune whether 
merry enough for a dance or lone¬ 
ly of mood. 


• • Haydn’s “Sur¬ 
prise” symphony indeed symbolizes 
much. These drum beats truly 
strike in mosaic fashion against the 
rock of time and they echo on 
through generations, for themselves 
and arousing sympathetic chord in 
a steadily swelling chorus. One 
might almost say of Haydn’s music: 
Be surprised and ye shall hear. 

• • As for the 
symphony itself, significantly 
enough, it was written in that 
dread year of the French Revo¬ 
lution, at the sixth Solomon con¬ 
cert in the British capital. It arous¬ 
ed much and instantaneous pleas¬ 
ure.

ETANA, 
though not so 
well known as Dvorak, is of equal, 
if not greater, importance to the na¬ 
tional music of the Czechs as the 
composer of the “New World Sym¬ 
phony,” Their historic relation is 
not unlike that of the two Russian 
masters, Rimsky-Korsakoff and 
Tseliaikowsky. 

• • Neither Smet¬ 

ana nor Rimsky-Korsakoff denied 
themselves cosmopolitan influences, 
but they professed more deliberate¬ 
ly their nationalism in music, than 
Dvorak or Tseliaikowsky. It is 
characteristic of the national posi¬ 
tion of Smetana and Dvorak in 
music, that the latter is best known 
on the symphonic stage with his 
“American” symphony and the 
“Roman Carnival,” while Smetana 


won his ground with the symphonic 
cycle “My Fatherland,” a succession 
of six individual tone-poems, which 
pictorialize the scenic and historic 
grandeur of his country. In his 
operas, too, Smetana has largely 
drawn on the folklore and litera¬ 
ture of his people. 

t • • Even on the 

height of fame, Smetana was far 
from prosperous. As a youth he 
had starved. Privations, a life of 
strain, finally a cold caused pro¬ 
gressive and, ultimately, complete 
deafness. “Vltava” (Ultava) was 
the second of six tone poems form¬ 
ing the “Fatherland” cycle, written 
after he had been stricken beyond 
hope. 

• • The tone- 

poem glorifies Bohemia’s greatest 
river.

Years ago she stood near 
the golden bowl and urged patrons 
to drop their pennies therein—to 
the tune of $300.

Ansermet Takes to the 
Air to Reach 
Hollywood Bowl 

Ernest Ansermet, illustrious 
Swiss-French conductor, who open¬ 
ed the season Tuesday night and 
will remain until after the close of 
the second week, flew from Chi¬ 
cago to Hollywood to reach the 
Bowl in time for his first rehearsal 
Monday. 

Immediately after his arrival in 
the United States he was whisked 
to Chicago for three concerts at 
Ravinia Park July 3, 4 and 5. 

The noted maestro has conducted 
in virtually every country on earth. 
For many years he toured as chief 
conductor of the Diaghileff ballet, 
being the first to bring out many 
of Stravinsky’s works. That com¬ 
poser speaks in glowing terms of 
Ansermet as an interpreter of the 
modernist’s compositions. 

He is making his Bowl debut 
after a series of triumphant visits 
through Germany and France. A 
critic in Berlin said: 

“The unique position of this 
Swiss in the history of modern 
music is well known. He was one 
of the discoverers of Stravinsky, 
whose music makes a special appeal 
to his rhythmical temperament. It 
would be unjust, however, to stamp 
Ansermet exclusively as a Stravin¬ 
sky conductor. He has developed 
into one of the most unequivocal 
of living orchestral conductors. 

“As a Swiss he has the advant¬ 
age of standing, in a cultural sense, 
between two races. He combines 
the Latin clarity of French musi¬ 
cianship with the whole-hearted de¬ 
votion characteristic of a German 
score.”

Critic Reviews New 
Victor Records 

By DAVE SOKOL 

On the eve of liis farewell to 
America, Arturo Toscanini at last 
consented to add to the records of 
his art that lie will leave for pos¬ 
terity. It would take a much more 
critical ear than mine to note the 
difference between these recordings 
just issued by Victor of the Pre¬ 
ludes to Acts I and 3 of “Lohen¬ 
grin,” the Dawn music and the 
“Siegfried Idyll,” in contrast to the 
actual performance of these works 
by the great conductor. 

The recordings capture every 
phase of Toscanini’s incomparable 
interpretations. How often we have 
envied those who once heard Ni- 
kisch or other conductors of the 
past. Now in every generation to 
come, musicians may listen to the 
peer of all conductors of our time. 

Leopold Stokowski, devoted to 
the art of metaphony, realized some 
of his fondest dreams in his new 


recording of the First Symphony 
of Brahms. From piano to pianis¬ 
simo, the nuances are beautifully 
controlled and the great horn chor¬ 
als are played with full, yet soft, 
tone. 

When the winged sounds of the 
string section come pouring out to 
you, pause a minute and you will 
realize that this is a really remark¬ 
able technical triumph. More like¬ 
ly you will not have time to pause 
because Stokowski takes the hearer 
along at a breathless and brilliant 
pace. The brisk tempo of the open¬ 
ing movement sets up a verve felt 
throughout the symphony.

In response to many inquiries 
for Bowl statistics we are listing the 
following facts about Hollywood 
Bowl: 

Area: 65 acres. 

Ownership: The Hollywood Bowl 
is owned by the county of Los An¬ 
geles. It is leased for 99 years, 
with an option for renewal, by the 
Hollywood Bowl Association, a non¬ 
profit corporation which maintains 
and operates the enterprise. For 
the past four years it has sub-let 
the Bowl for presentation of “Sym¬ 
phonies under the Stars,” the 
1935 and 1936 seasons being un¬ 
der sponsorship of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Symphony Association, also 
a non-profit corporation. 


Capacity: The Bowl seats 20,000 
persons. It is the largest natural 
amphitheatre in the world. 

First concert: First Symphonies 
under the Stars were given July 11, 
1922, and have continued without 
interruption since. First Easter Sun¬ 
rise Service in the Bowl was Easter 
Sunday, 1921. First with the Phil¬ 
harmonic Orchestra was April 16, 
1922. 

Number of Concerts: More than 
450 concerts have been played dur¬ 
ing fourteen years of Symphonies 
under the Stars. Seventy-three con¬ 
ductors from every section of the 
world have directed the works of 
200 composers. 

Soloists: More than 165 vocal 
and instrumental soloists have ap¬ 
peared on Bowl programs. 

Attendance: Approximately 4,- 
000,000 persons, an average of 
250,000 a season, have attended 
concerts in the amphitheatre since 
1922.
